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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 16, 18, 20-23, and 26-42 are currently pending. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see REMARKS, filed 2/21/2008, with respect to the previous 
objections and rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous objections 
and rejections have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 22, 23, 28, and 30-42 are allowed. Claims 16, 18, 20, 21, 26, 27, and 
29 would be allowable over the prior art of record if these claims were statutory. Amendments 
to claim 16 to make the claim directed towards statutory subject matter will be entered after 
final. The claims are allowable over the prior art for the reasons indicated in the Office Action 
mailed on 12/12/2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 16, 18, 20, 21, 26, 27, and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non- statutory subject matter. Claim 16 has been amended to be directed 
towards a communication system comprising a network. "Network" in the context of the 
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applicant's invention is interpreted as a social network which is a collection of data (page 3 of 
applicant's specification). Claim 16 states that the network has a network monitor coupled to a 
network access controller. Page 4, lines 9-10 of the applicant's specification state that the 
network monitor may be software and page 5, lines 13-15 of the applicant's specification state 
that the network access controller may be software. Since the only positively claimed 
components of the system of claim 16 are software, Claim 16 is directed towards software per se 
and therefore does not fit into a statutory category. 

In order to overcome the current rejection it is recommended that the applicant explicitly 
claim, as part of the system, the devices which implement the currently claimed software 
components.
